Washington, Mareh 8.—A conference was 
held today at the department of com- 
meme and labor on the opinion recently 
Submittaq to the president by Attorney 


|General Bonaparte on the South Carolina 


immigration case. It appears clear in the 
view of the officials of the department 
of commerce and labor that the attorney 
general's opinion sustains the opinion of 
the department, that the immigrants 
landed at Charleston, 8. G., last Novem- 
ber are legally in this country. 

It is not so clear, however, that under 
the law, other immigrants whose passage 
to this country is paid by either states or 
individuals acting for states, may be 
landed in America before July ! next, 
When the prevision of fhe new immigra- 
tion law goes into effect. Those who par- 
ticipated in the conference today were 
Secretary Straus, Solicitor Earle and 
Messrs, Parker and Larned, of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, and 
Assistant Attorney General Cooley, of 
the department of justice.
